S.R.O. 36. — The following draft of an amendment to the Military Lands and 
Cantonments Service (Class I and Class II) Rules, 1951, which it Is proposed to

In the said Rules after rule 27 the following iule sha 1 ! be inserted, namely: — 

“27A(1) Notwithstanding anything contained in these Rules, but without pre- 
judice to the number of vacancies to be filled by promotion under these rules. 
Government may, in consultation with the Commission, recruit persons to Class II 
cadre of the Service, from amongst retrenched and surplus officers of Government, 
including released officers of the Armed Forces, and displaced Government Ser- 
vants. 

(2) This rule shall cease tc be in force on the 31st day of December, 1954.”
